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An ACT for eflablifhing an Health-office, 
for other-wife fecuring the city and port 
of Philadelphia from the introduction of pef- 
tilential and contagions difeafes, and for re- 
gulating the importation of German and 
other pafjengers. 

WHEREAS the laws for preventing pef- 
tilential and infectious difeafes being 
brought into this commonwealth have proved de- 
fective, and the increafmg intercourfe between the 
United States, and foreign countries renders it 
necefTary to provide as well for the ellablifhment 
of an efficient Health Office, as for otherwife more 
effectually fecuring the port and city of Philadel- 
phia from the introduction of peftilential and 
contagious difeafes, and regulating the importa- 
tion of German and other paffengers. 

Sect, i . Be it enacted by the Senate and Houfe of 
Reprefentatives of the Commonwealth of Pennfyhania, 
in General Jjfembly met> and it is hereby enabled by 
the authority of the fame, That the meffuage, tene- 
ments and lot of ground, fituate and being on the 
idand in the river Delaware commonly called State - 
Idand, which have heretofore been referved, oc- 
cupied, and employed for the purpofe of a pub- 
lic hofpital, or pelt houfe, mail be, and the fame 
are hereby erected and eftablifhed into an Health 
Office for the port of Philadelphia. And the In- 
fpectors of the faid Health Office hereinafter men- 
tioned ihall caufe the faid meffuage, tenements 
and lot of ground, and fuch other buildings as they 
fhall at any time deem it expedient, for the ufes 
herein prefcribed, to erect and build on the faid 
lor, to be in fuch form and manner conftructed, 
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contrived, arranged, keptand difpofed of, as fhall 
moll effectually provide for the comfort, relief and 
fecurity of the fick perfons who may be lawfully 
few:, removed to, or placed in the faid Health 
Office, for fmoking, cleanfing and purifying fuch 
goods, wares, merchandize and cloathing infected, 
or fufpeeted to be infected, as may for that pur- 
pofe be there landed and delivered. And for ac- 
comodating the feveral officers of the faid Health 
Office, according to their refpective ftations there- 
in, and that the bufinefs of the faid Health Office 
may be well and certainly conducted, there mail 
.-.con- be appointed by the Governor a Refident rhyfi- 
™J cer cian, a Confulting Fhyfician, and an Health Officer, 
ippoi ; .t_d _^nd the Infpectors herein after mentioned fhall 
irJ> appoint, in the manner herein after directed, a 
JiNuries, Steward, a Matron, and fo many Afliftants or 
Nurfes as they lliall from time to time find requifite 
and proper, to be employed in attending upon 
the fick perfons aforefaid, or in fumigating, clean- 
fing, and purifying the goods, wares, merchandize 
and cloathing which may be landed and delivered 
at the faid Health Office, for the purpofe and in 
the condition aforefaid. 

Sect. 2. And be it further enafted by the autho- 
rity aforefaid, That it fhall be the duty of the 
Refident Fhyfician permanently to refide at the 
faid Health Office on State-Ifland, diligently 
and impartially with his beft fkill to attend up- 
i, and on and to admifiuter medical affiftance to each 
and every lick perion that (hall be therein lodged, 
and carefully to vifit and examine and report all 
fhips and veilels entering the port of Philadelphia 
ing, from places beyond fea ; and if upon examining 
fomc 3 . 10 "^ 016 " an ^ *^ip or ve ^> lt ft^l appear to the faid Refi- 
dent Phyfician that the perfons on board the fame 
are free from every peftilential or contagious dif- 
eafe (exclufively of the fmail pox and meafles) 
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and he fhall fee no caufe to fufpect that the cargoe, 
or any part thereof, is infected, he fhall forthwith 
deliver to the captain or mafter of fuch fhip or vef- 
fel a certificate reporting the wholefome ftate of 
the perfons and cargoe on board thereof ro the 
Health-officer refiding in the city of Philadelphia ; 
and the faid captain or mafter may thereupon pro- 
ceed according to his destination, and fhall deli- 
ver fuch certificate to the faid Health-officer with- 
in the fpace of twenty-four hours from and after 
the arrival of his fhip or veffel oppofite to the city 
of Philadelphia. But if it fhall appear to the faid S d th£w« 
Refident Phyfician, that any perfon or perfons on "•"••■"s 
board of any fhip or vellel is, or are afflicted wich 
any peftilential or contagious difeafe, (the fmall 
pox and meafles excepted) or if there fhall be any 
caufe to fufpecl: that the cargoe, or any part thereof, 
is infected with any fuch difeafe, he fhall detain 
fuch fhip or veffel at anchor in the ftream of the 
river Delaware oppofite to the faid Health-office, 
until the perfon or perfons fo afflicted, or the car- 
goe, or the part thereof fo infected, fhall be lan- 
ded at the faid Health-office, and alfo until fuch 
further effectual meafures fhall have been ufed for 
cleanfing and purifying the fhip or veffel itfelf as 
the faid Refident Phyfician mall devife and direct. 
And when it fhall appear to the faid Refident Phy- 
fician, that fuch laft mentioned (hip or veffel has 
been effectually cleanfed and purified, he fhall de- 
liver to the captain or mafter thereof a certificate 
reporting to the faid Health Officer refiding in the 
city of Philadelphia, the number of fick perfons 
and the quantity of goods, wares and merchandize, 
landed therefrom at the faid Health-office, and 
the meafures which have been ufed for cleanfing 
and purifying the faid fhip or veffel; and the faid 
captain or mafter may thereupon proceed accor- 
ding to his dettination, and fhall deliver fuch laft 

mentioned 
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mentioned certificate to the faid Health-officer 
within the fpace of twenty -four hours from and 
after the arrival of his fhip or veffel oppofite to 
the city of Philadelphia ; and in lieu of all fees, 
perquifites and emoluments whatfoever the faid 
Refident Phyfician fhall have and receive for his 
fervices under this act for every fuch veffel tv/o 
dollars and fixty-feven cents. 

Sect. 3. And be it further enabled by the autho- 
rity afore/aid, That it mall be the duty of the 
Confuking Phyfician from time to time, upon the 
requcft of the Refident Phyfician, Heal ch- officer, 
or Infpectors, to vifit the Health-office, and to affift 
the Refident Phyfician, as well in examining any 
fhip or veffel there detained on account of any 
peftilcntial or contagious difeafe, as in admini- 
stering medical aid to the fick perlbns therein ac- 
commodated. And upon the arrival oppofite to 
the city of Philadelphia of any fhip or veffel which 
fhall have been previously detained at the Health- 
office by the Refident Phyfician, for the caufes 
and in the fame manner herein before mentioned 
(of which arrival the Health Officer fhall give due 
notice) or upon receiving information from the 
Health Officer, Infpectors, or other perfons whom- 
soever, that any fhip or veffel has arrived oppofite 
to the city of Philadelphia on board of which any 
pcrfon or perfons is or arc afflicted with any pefti- 
lential or contagious difeafe, or that there is juft 
caufe to fufpect that the cargoe, or any part there- 
of, contained in any fhip or veffel fo arriving is 
infected with any fuch difeafe, it fhall be the duty 
of the faid Confuking Phyfician in either of the 
foregoing cafes to vifit and carefully examine fuch 
fhip or veffel, and he fhall thereupon have and ex- 
ercife the authority to direct any fick perfon or 
perfons, or any infected goods, wares and mer- 
chandize on board the faid fhip or veffel to be re- 

moved 
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moved to the faid Health-office, or if the cafe fa 
require, he fhall direct the fhip or veffel itfelf to be 
moved to a convenient ftation oppofite to the 
faid Health-office, there to remain until fuch 
effectual meafures fhall have been ufed for clean- 
fing and purifying the fame as the Refident Phy- 
fician, with the advice of the faid Confulting Phy- 
fician, fliall devife and direct; and whenever the 
Confulting Phyfician fhall fo as aforefaid direct 
the removal of any fick perfon or perfons, or of 
any goods, wares and merchandize, or of any fhip 
or veffel at the proper coft and charge of his em- 
ployers within fuch reafonable time as the Conful- 
ting Phyfician, under a due confideration of cir- 
cumftances, fhall allow and prefcribe. And the 
faid Confulting Phyfician fhall have and receive jSjgg* 
for each and every vifit which he fhall pay to the 
Health-office as aforefaid the fum of eight dollars, 
and for each and every vifit and examination of 
any fhip or veffel as aforefaid the fum of eight 
dollars, and no more, which fums reflectively fliall 
be paid by the matter, captain, owner, or config- 
nee of the fhips or veffels refpectively fo vifited, 
and examined, or from which were landed the 
fick perfon on whofe account fuch vifits to the 
Health-office were refpectively made. 

Sect. 4. Be it further enabled by the authority

aforefaid, That it fhall be the duty of the Health Heaith-oficcrj 
Officer at feafonable and proper hours on each 
and every day (Sunday excepted) to open and 
keep a public office at fome convenient place in tokeepanofficfl 
the city of Philadelphia, whereat all matters or u»thcdt yi 
captains of mips or veffels fhall deliver the certi- 
ficates or bills of health to them granted by the 
Refiding Phyfician as aforefaid, and the Infpec- 
tors of the Health-office fhall there affemble and 
meet as often as they deem needful, or fhall there- 
to be fummoned by the Health Officer, for the 

purpofe 
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purpofe of executing the duties and trufts of their 
appointment. And the faid Health Officer fhall 
file and preferve in good order all the certificates 
or bills of health fo delivered, and fhall keep a 
regifter of the fhipsor vefiels for which the fame 
were reflectively granted; and the faid regifler 
mail defcribe the names of the mafters or captains, 
the names and places of abode of the owners and 
confignees of the fhips or veflfels refpectively, the 
port or ports from which the fhips or vefiels re- 
fpectively failed, or at which they touched during 
their refpective voyages, and the number ofper- 
fons on board thereof refpectively, at the time of 
their leaving their refpective ports of departure, 
and alfo at the time of their arrival refpectively 
at the port of Philadelphia 5 and the faid Health 
Officer with the Confulting Phyfician fhall as fpee- 
dily as conveniently may be vifit and examine all 
fuch fhips or vefiels arriving oppofite to the city 
of Philadelphia as have been previoufly detained 
by the Refident Phyfician oppofite to the Health- 
office on account of having any peftilential or con- 
tagious difeafe on board thereof, and alfo all fuch 
other fhips or vefiels fo arriving as upon due infor- 
mation as aforefaid fhall be fufpected to have on 
board any perfon or perfons afflicted, or any goods, 
wares or merchandize infected with any peitilen- 
tial or contagious difeafe; and if, in either of the 
foregoing cafes thefaid Confulting Phyfician fhall 
direct the removal of any perfon or perfons, or of 
any goods, wares, or merchandize, or of any fhip 
or vefTel agreeably to the authority for that pur- 
pofe to him therein before given, the Health Of- 
ficer fhall fuperintend and by all lawful means 
enforce a compliance with fuch direction; and he 
fliall alfo attend at the Health-office when the mee- 
tings of the Infpectors hereinafter directed fhall 
there be holden, and at fuch other times as fhall

received, and generally he (hall inforce and execute o^th^S*!^ 1 
the regulations and instructions of the Infpectors, tors - 
and do and perform, or caufe to be done and per- 
formed, all matters and things for the well order- 
ing and fecuring of the faid Health-office, and 
for attaining the falutary objects of its institution. His compen . 
And the faid Health Officer, in full compenfation feti0B » 
of his fervices, fhall have and receive from the 
matter or captain of each and every fhip or veffel 
permitted by the Refident Phyfician to pafs the. 
Health-office without detention as aforefaid, the 
fum of twenty-five cents, to be paid at the time 
of delivering at his office in the city of Philadel- 
phia, the certificate or bill of health of fuch fhip 
or veffel ; and for each and every other fhip or 
veffel which he fhall vifit, together with the Con- 
futing Phyfician, in the cafes before mentioned, 
the fum of two dollars and fixty-feven cents, to be 
paid to him on demand by the mafter, captain, 
owner, or confignee of fuch fhip or veffel. 

Sect. 5. And be it further enabled by the autho- 
rity afore/aid, That it fhall be the duty of the 
Steward to receive and accommodate all perfons t»vui][ ot ** 
duly fent to the Health-office, and to receive and 
ftore all goods, wares and merchandize there duly 
landed j to procure and iffue all neceffary fnpplies 

for 
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for the ufe of the Health-office ; to keep regular 
accounts, as well of fuch fupplies as of the recep- 
tion and difcharge of all perfons, or the receipt 
and re-delivery of all goods, wares and merchan- 
dize landed at the Health- office, and generally to 
obey and enforce all fuch orders and regulations as 
the Infpectors, the Refident Phyfician, or Health 
Officer, according to their refpective ftations, fhall 
eftablim and declare ; and it ihall be the duty of 
the Matron to attend the fick perfons who fhall 
from time to time be accommodated in the Health - 
office, and to inform, regulate and direct the con- 
duct of the Nurfes, whom the Infpectors fhall au-

Sect. 6. And be it further enabled by the au- 
thority -aforefaid, That the Mayor or Recorder 
and Aldermen of the city of Philadelphia, toge- 
ther with three Juftices of the Peace of the Nor- 
thern Liberties, and diftrict of Southwark, re- 
fpectively, on the fir ft Monday of May next, and 
on the fame day of the fame month in each and 
every year thereafter, fhall appoint twenty-four 
perfons, of whom fourteen mall be inhabitants of 
the city of Philadelphia, five (hall be inhabitants 
of the Northern Liberties, and five fhall be 
inhabitants of the diftrict of Southwark, to be In-

(hall direct : and if any mafter or captain fhall re- gggjg "S. 
fufe or neglect to exhibit fuch inventory as afore- *°£^ S ' e< 
faid, he fhall for every fuch offence, forfeit and pay 
the fum of five hundred dollars, 10 be recovered 
and appropriated as is hereinafter provided and 
directed ; and no mafter, captain, owner, or con- 
fignee of any fhip or veftel lhall charge the freight 
of any pafienger fo dying as aforefaid, to his or her 
furviving relations, nor fhall any paffenger be com- 
pelled againft his or her will, to pay or make good 
by fervice, all or any part of the freight of his or 
her relations dying as aforefaid : Provided always, £ w^tae^ 
That if any minor child at the time of his or her ^fordi* 
importation be of fuch an advanced age, that his <-;,.. .^,. 
or her fervice, until he or fhe arrives at the age of 
twenty-one years, fhall not be equal and fufficient 
to pay and difcharge the money due for his or her 
own freight or paffage, then and in fuch cafe, he 
or fhe may and fhall be bound to ferve for the 
fame until the age of twenty-four years, and no 
longer, unlefs the faid money can be raifed by his 
or her fervice for a fhorter ter.m, any law, cuftom, 
or ufage, to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Sect. 16. And be it further en a Red by the autho- 
rity aforefaid, That for payment and fatisfatf ion 
of all forfeitures and penalties, which are impofed, 

and 
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• and all fums of money directed by this aft to be 
paid by the mailers, captains, owners or confignees, 
as well the fhips or vefTels refpeftively as the cap- 
tains, matters, owners or confignees thereof, (hall 
be and are hereby declared liable, and it fhall be 
the duty of the Health Officer to collect, recover 
and receive the fame, and all other forfeitures and 
penalties impofed and fums of money directed to 
be paid by this aft, and the fame fhall be reco- 
verable before any Alderman, Juflice of the Peace, 
or court of juftice having lawful jurifdiftion, to 
the amount of fuch forfeitures, penalties and fums 
of money, refpeftively, and when recovered and 
received, the lame (if not otherwife herein before 
fpecifically appropriated) fhall be appropriated 
by the Infpeftors of the Health-office on the drafts 
of any three of them, towards paying ?he wages, 
of the Steward, Matron, Nurfes, and Affiftants, 
the expence of keeping a boat and boat's crew for 
the ufe of the Health-office, under the direction 
of the Health Officer, and for defraying the coft 
of all other neceiTaries to carry on the bufinefs of 
the Health-office, agreeably to the true intent and 
meaning of this act ; and the Health Officer, for 
his trouble in collecting and receiving fuch for- 
' feitures, penalties and fums of money (other than 
the fees payable for his own fervices) fhall have, 
receive and retain a compenfation at and after the 
rate of two and an half per centum on the amount 
fo recovered and received. 

Sect. 17. And be it further enafted by the au- 
thority afore/aid, That all actions or profecutions 
to be commenced againft any matter, captain, 
owner or confignee of any fliip or veflel, or other 
perfon, by virtue of this act, fhall be brought 
within two months next after the arrival of the fhipor 
veflel oppofite to the city of Philadelphia; and if 
any action or fuit fhall be commenced againft any 
perfon or perfonsfor any matter or thing done in

Sect. 1 8. And be it further enabled by the autho- 
rity aj 'ore/aid , That the act entitled " An act to pre- 
vent fickly veflels coming into this goverment,'' the RepMl offir . 
act entitled cc An act for veiling Province-Ifland merUws - 
and the buildings thereon ereded, and to be erected 
in Truftees, for providing hofpitals for fuch pat- 
fengers as mall be imported into this province, 
and to prevent the fpreading of infectious diftem- 
pers," the act entitled " An act for prohibiting 
the importation of German or other paiTengers in 
too great numbers in any one verTel," the act en- 
titled <f A fupplement to the act, entitled an act 
for prohibiting the importation of German or o- 
ther paiTengers in too great numbers in any one 
verTel," and the act, entitled, " An act to prevent 
infectious difeafes being brought into this pro- 
vince," Ihall be, and each, and every of them, 
are hereby forthwith repealed, except fo far as the 
fame refpectively provide and eftablifh regulations 
for the importation of German or other paiTengers, 
which regulations mall continue in force until the 
firfb day of January in the year one thoufand feven 
hundred and ninety-five, but no longer; and the 
regulations by this aft provided and eftablifhed 
for the importation of German or other paiTengers 
mall be fufpended until the faid firft day of January 
in the year one thoufand kven hundred and nine- 
ty-five and no longer. 

Sect. 19. Jnd in order to guard againft the 
extenfion of any peftilential or contagious difeafe 
(the fmall-pox and meafles excepted) that may 
at any time hereafter break out in the city of Phi- 
ladelphia, 
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ladelphia, the Northern Liberties, and the Diftrict 
of Sourhwark, Be it further enabled by the autho- 
rity afore/aid, That the Mayor or Recorder, and 
two Aldermen of the city, and the CommiiTioners 
of the city and county of Philadelphia, fhall have 
authority to hargain for and purchafe fome conve- 
nient lot of ground in the neighbourhood of the 
city of Philadelphia, eafily acceflible by water 
as well as by land, and the fame to take and 
hold in truft for the purpofe of erecting and efta- 
blifhing thereon a pubiic hofpital ; and the Infpec- 
tors of the Health-office lhall have authority on the 
faid lot to erect fuitable buildings for a public 
hofpital, and fhall alfo infpect and regulate the 
internal management thereof, and when necefTary, 
appoint a Steward, Matron, Nurfes and AfTift- 
ants therefor, in the fame manner, under the 
fame penalties, and with the like regulations as 
are provided and authorized in the cafe of the 
Health-office herein before eftablifhed; and the 
Confulting Phyfician aforefaid, and fuch Affiftant 
Phyficians as lhall from time to time be appointed 
for the purpofe, by the faid Infpectors, fhall at- 
tend and give medical aid to all the patients that 
fhall from time to time be lodged in the faid pub- 
lic hofpital, and the Health Officer ihall enforce 
and fuperinted all the regulations for carrying in- 
to effect the objects of this inftitution, and all per- 
fons whofoever (other than perfons or board of 
any fhip or veffel and liable to be fent as aforefaid 
to the Health-office) refiding within the city and 
county of Philadelphia who fhall be afflicted with 
any peftilential or contagious difeafe (the fmall 
pox and meafles excepted) may, and fhall upon 
the advice and order of the Confulting Phyfician, 
and any two Infpectors, be removed by the Health 
Officer and fuch Afliftants as he fhall for that pur- 
pofe employ, to the faid public hofpital or to fuch 
other place as the faid Phyfician or Infpectors fhall 

>prove 
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approve, at the proper cofts of the perfon fo re- 
moved, there to be lodged, nurfed, maintained, 
and kept until duly difcharged by a permit in 
writing figned by the Confuking Phyfician, and 
at lead two Infpectors, and the Confuking Phy- 
fician, AfllftantPhyficians, Health Officer, Stew- 
ard, Matron, Nurfes and Afliftants; employed 
in the bufinefs of the faid public hofpital, fhall, 
when in actual employment, be allowed for their 
refpective fervices fuch reafonable compenfations 
as the Infpeetors, with the approbation of the 
Mayor or Recorder, two Aldermen, and three 
Juftices, fhall from time to time deem proper and 
juft ; and a fund for purchafing a lot of ground as 
aforefaid, for erecting the buildings fuitable to a 
public hofpital thereon, for fupplying the fame 
with medicines and neceffaries, for compenfating 
the officers therein employed, and for defraying 
all other incidental charges thereof, fhall, from 
time to time, be raifed by a reafonable and mo- 
derate tax upon the inhabitants and eftates real and 
perfonal in the city, the Northern Liberties, and 
dikrict of Southwark ; and the amount thereof fhall 
be regulated and limited by the faid Mayor or 
Kecorder, two Aldermen, and three Juftices of the 
Northern Liberties, and diftrict of Southwark; 
and the Commiffioners for the city and county of 
Philadelphia fhall thereupon have authority, and 
they are hereby required, to levy and collect thz 
fame as in ordinary cafes for levying and collect- 
ing city and county rates and levies: Provided 
always neverthelefs , That each and every patient 
and his or her eftate real and perfonal, fhall be lia- 
ble to pay, fatisfy and reimburfe, all the charges 
and expenfe on his or her account incurred in 
the faid public hofpital, unlefs the Mayor or Re- 
corder, or two Aldermen, and four Juftices of the 
county of Philadelphia, award that he or fhe fhall 
be exonerated and exempted therefrom. 

Sect. 20. 
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Seft. 20. And whereas it appears that there 
is a balance of three thoufand two hundred and 
forty five dollars and twelve cents, due to a bene- 
volent and meritorious committee of citizens, for 
monies by them expended in relieving the fick 
and poor during the calamity that afflicted the city 
and liberties of Philadelphia in the months of 
September, October and November laft, and juf- 
tice and gratitude equally require, that provifion 
fhould be made for difcharging the faid balance; 
therefore, Be it enabled by the authority aforeJaid> 
That it mail be lawful for the Governor, and he 
is hereby required to draw a warrant on the Trea- 
furer of the commonwealth for the fum of three 
thoufand two hundred and forty-five dollars and 
twelve cents, and to apply the fame in difcharge 
and fatisfaction of the balance due as aforefaid, 
to the faid benevolent and meritorious committee, 
and the treafurer fhall pay the faid warrant out of 
the fund appropriated for the fupport of govern- 
ment. 

Sect. 2 r . And be it further enatted by the autho- 
rity aforefaid^ That the Mayor, Aldermen, and 
Citizens of Philadelphia, in Common Council 
affembled, fhall have power, by their ordinance 
for that purpofe, to prohibit any future interments 
within fuch parts of the city of Philadelphia where- 
in they fhall judge fuch prohibition neceffary, and 
to impofe fuch fines for any breach of fuch ordi- 
nance as they may deem neceffary. 

Sect. 22. And whereas^ by a patent under the 
great feal of the commonwealth, bearing date the 
thirteenth day of December one thoufand kven 
hundred and ninety three, city lots therein defcrib- 
ed were granted to the Mayor, Aldermen, and 
Citizens of Philadelphia, and their fucceffors in 
truft for public ufe as a burial ground for the in- 
terment of deceafed ftrangers, and fuch other per- 
forms who may not have been in communion with 

any 
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any religious fociety at the time of their deceafe: 
And whereas no interments have yet taken place 
in either oft he faid lots, and it would be advan- 
tageous to the Citizens of Philadelphia if the faid 
lots fhould be difpofed of, and the money arifing 
from. the iale thereof fhould be applied to the pur- 
chafe of other ground more extenfive and fuitable, 
as well for the purpofes aforefaid as for the general 
interment of perfons dying in the city Philadelphia 
and its immediate vicinity; Be it therefore 
enabled by the authority aforefaid, That it ihall gjggjg*,^ 
and mav be lawful for the Mayor, Aldermen, %**%<£ ltl 
and Citizens of Philadelphia, or their fuc- w^fcr*** 
ceiTors, to fell and difpofe of three certain lots of §S d ; s ' may 
ground within the city of Philadelphia, or any or 
either of them, which lots are defcribed in a pa- 
tent under the great feal of this commonwealth, 
dated the thirteenth day of December one thoufand 
feven hundred and ninety, granting the fame to 
the faid Mayor, Aldermen, and Citizens for the 
ufes and trufts therein mentioned, and to apply £*%$* 
the money arifing from fuch fale to the purchafe SrSl 
of fuch other lot or lots of ground out of the bounds Z n k™!>Z, 
of the city or the inhabited parts thereof, as they pofe - 
may judge fuitable and necefTary for a place of 
general interment, of perfons who may hereafter 
die in the city of Philadelphia, or the fuburbs 
thereof.
